It is a striking fact that in America, which boasts of the 


highest buildings and the largest buildings and perhaps the 
most costly buildings, there is no single outstanding type c4 
architecture which can be called typically American. Nashvjfle, 
in selecting the Greek Parthenon as the supreme type to grace 
one of her largest parks has fallen back upon a type centuries 
old when it began to crumble and which even today is little 
more than a few piles of ruins, once majestic.
